Four million delicious cranberry pies 
conld be made from Wisconsin's annual 
cranberry crop. 


"Wisconsin ranks first in the value of 


its dairy products, having long since taken 
the lead from New York. Every time your 
wa'tch ticked out a second last year 28 
cans of condensed milk were produced in 
Wisconsin. 
"We lead the world in this, 


too. 
Do yon know that Wisconsin leads 


New York, its nearest competitor, by 
353.000 head of dairy cattle? "Packed 
in Wisconsin" was the label that greeted 
purchasers of one of every two cans of 
American peas last year. Wisconsin led 
the Mississippi valley in the ten-year total 
acre yield of oats, barley, wheat, corn, 
rye. 
buckwheat, flax and potatoes com-

TAX-EXEMPT SECURITIES 


The legislature of Michigan has before 


it for consideration a bill to abolish the 
exemption from state taxation now en- 
joyed by bonds and securities issued by 
other states and by municipalities outside 
Michigan. This proposed legislation rais- 
es a question which has become a serious 
problem throughout the United States. 


Because of excess profits taxes, both 


state and federal, a security which nets six 
per cent and is immune from the processes 
of the revenue collector may often equal in 
value an ordinary twelve to fifteen per cent 
investment where the owner is accustomed 
to dealing in large sums of money. As a 
result the inducement to transfer capital 
into exempt securities, such as govern- 
ment, state and municipal bonds, is strong, 
and there is no question but what it has 
had the effect of withdrawing a substan- 
tial portion of our financial resources 
from active business. It may be argued 
that there must be & market for state and 
municipal securities, which is true, for 
this is essential to public credit and to 
the prosecution of improvements, but it is 
well to consider whether snch securities 
should not be marketable on their safety 
rather than on their returns as an invest- 
ment. To a large extent the small tax- 
payer, the home owner, the farmer, must 
make up what the holder of tax exempt 
securities does not pay.

circles during the last two years. Sev- 
eral exclusive colonies of fashionable 
folk are already flourishing on sites 
but recently supporting tenements, 
and gradually the East side is taking 
on a new personality. Whole streets 
are shedding their dingy poverty like 
a cloak and emerging in lustrous, mod- 
ern raiment, remodeled from the tat- 
ters of their glorious early years. 


For, long ago, before the proletariat

Remodeling a Neighborhood. 


It is within short walking distance 


of these two historic landmarks that 
the Vanderbilt colony is to start Its 
development. Sutton place runs only 
for two blocks on Avenue A between 
Fifty-seventh and Fifty-ninth-sts.—as 
quiet and secluded a little thorough- 
fare as anyone could desire. The back 
windows of it* tall, narrow, old-fash- 
ioned houses look directly out on the 
East river from the shadow of the 
beautiful 
and massive Queensboro 


bridge, which stretches across the 
water like a huge gate shutting out 
tho rest of the world. 
The houses, 


most of which have been taken over 
by Mrs. Vanderbilt's friends, and rela- 
tives, are to be remodeled at an ex- 
pense of thousands of dollars and 
their back yards are to be converted 
into a single, long garden, with a 
fountain in the center. 


Several other such 
developments 


have already started in the same 
neighborhood, while at least two have 
been in existence long enough to prove 
the merits of the East side as an ex- 
clusive residential district. 
One of 


these is known as the Turtle Bay gar- 
dens and consists of 21 houses, all 
newly painted and plumbed and re- 
floored, with new French windows, 
and a spacious Italian court, planted 
with shrubs, and flowers, for a back- 
yard. 
In addition to a number ' of 


well-known 
society 
folk, 
several 


authors, including Winston Churchill 
and Ernest Poole, live here. The col- 
only gets its name from the river, 
which, curving abruptly in at this 
point, was known as Turtle bay in the 
old days when suburbanites had a 
bathing beach and a series of private 
wharves on its banks. 


Thus, Mrs. Vanderbilt's flight from 


Fifth-a%-c.. becoming more and more a 
center of commercial activity, is not 
as startling as it sees. Sutton place 
is an eminently desirable home site, 
even though it is a bit faded and in 
direct line with the criminal colony 
across the river at BlackwelTs island. 
Indeed, there is a certain advantage 
in having the island so close at hand, 
f0r_Who knows?—if trade keeps up 
its horrible pursuit, the four hundred 
may yet be forced to take over a 
prison in order to achieve their desired 
seclusion.
